YESTERDAY'S DESPATCHES! 



Our Agricultural Interests. 

Tho report of tbo proceedings of p 
largo and influential gathering oi 
farmers and others interested in agri- 
cultural lands, will bo road with in- 
terest. As a matter of courso, great 
diversity of opinion was expressed, 
but tho speechea in tho main were 
good, and, dospiio some lofty flights of 
imagination on the part of two or 
throe., quite edifying. Tho question of 
speculators and absontocs being allow- 
ed to hold land which they neglect to 
cultivate or improve, and which is en- 
hanced in valuo by tho enterprise and 
.. industry of parties who own adjacent 
.tracts, was vory fairly put before the 
" "meeting by Dr Davio, who, ho wove,-, 
failed to suggest a remedy. The 
remedy, howevor, was supplied by 
Messrs Pomborton and Cochrano, who 
suggested a tax of bo much per aero 
on wild land. Both gentlemen ex. 
pressed thomselves in favor of encour- 
aging speculators to come and invest, 
instead of driving them away— an 
expression that will, wo believe, be 
boartily re-echoed by all. Tho Cow- 
icban Indian Reserve question was 
also introduced by Dr Davio. This is 
a standing grievance with tho settlors 
' ''frrtbat district, and Mr Garrett showed 
that at least 3450 acres of tho 3500 
aoros sot apart for their uso lies idle 
Mr Pidwell excepted to all this atten- 
tion being paid to tho Eosorvo while 
there aro bo many thousand acres all 
arouud it lying unimproved. The 
trouble, howevor, seems to bo that 
whilo tho roservo is clear by nature 
• ' tho othor land requiroscloaring by man- 
ual labor to reduco it to a state fit for 
cultivation. Everybody knows that 
settlers in a now country aro soldom 
ovorburthened with cash. Now, sup- 
pose that instead of his having to 
go to tho great oxponso of clear- 
ing tho land, a farmer could settle 
upon tho roservo already cleared: 
Surely ho would bo cnablod to raise 
rich crops in less than one-third ol 
the timo that would bo consumed 
under other circumstances. IIo would 
thus bo boucfittod directly and the 
country indirectly by the iaculty af- 
forded him. What is tho caso now ? 
Tho land, somo of it tho finest on 
tho crast, is lying uniinprovod becauso 
of a false notion of philanthropy that 
has soized upon our rulers. The legal 
right of tho savages to tho reserve 
Bhjuld bo proserved j but as for ex- 
ponding mawkish sympathy in thoir 
behalf, that should bo left for the 
psuedo philanthropists of other coun- 
tries, whoso knowledge of Indian ohar- 
actor does not extend beyon l that de- 
rived from a perusal of Fennimoro 
Coopor's novols, or C;ipt. May no 
Eoid's adventures in the wilds of 
America. Even by our practical 
people, altogether too much sympathy 
has boon wasted on these redskins. 
' Allot them fivo hundred acres — a lib. 
oral allowance— and sell the remain- 
ing throe thousand acres to white 
mon, who will improve and cultivate 
tho soil. What shall bo done with tho 
proceods, is a question for tho Crown, 
no.t for tho Colony to decide. The 
propriety of imposing a duty on pro- 
duce having been broached, Mr Coch- 
rano and Mr Pemborton Baid they 
would only protect products of the 
soil, and would leave general mer- 
chandise to enter the Colony untram- 
moled ; while Mr Pidwell— a dyed-in- 
tho-wool Protectionist— would tax 
everything that can be manufactured 
hero. Mr Fell took up the cudgels for 
tho Free Fort, and showed the farmers 
that if they would become great and 
prosperous, they must aim to build up 
citiobon tho Island that would furnish 
thorn markets for their produce; by 
tho deolino of Victoria or Nanaimo, 
their only markets would bo cloaed, 
and what could they hope to export? 
Tho mooting, which was ono of the 
most interesting and respectable we 
havo attended on the Island, broke up 
after a fow romaiks from tho chair- 
man on tho necessity of tho farmers 
o organizing for mutual protection. It 
is to bo hoped that tho Committee 
who havo been appointed to lay the 
mattor before tho Fxocutive, will hit 
upon somo plan whereby a mutual un- 
derstanding may be arrived at between 
thoso representing Town and Country 
4 intorosts, and an end bo put forever to 
tho agitation on fiscal questions that 
has proved ho damaging to the best 
intorosts of tho Colony. 



European. 

St. Petersburg, August 12.— The U. 5. 
naval officers math their ofTnial entree into 
the cily yesterday, and mat with n grand 
reception. 50,000 people turned out to wit- 
ness their entrance. They woro welcomed 
by a magnificent ovation of musio, cheers and 
display of flags, and thousands of handker- 
chiefs waving iu all directions. Tho greatest 
enthusiasm prevailed. Hon. C. M. Cluy. 
MiDistar to the Court of St. Petersburg, gave 
a brilliant entertainment at his hotel to the 
diplomatic corps, heads of departments and 
distinguished citizeus in honor of the naval 
officers, A ball and suppor woro given by 
the Yrcht Club, which wore attended by all 
tho beauty and grace of the city. All the 
public and government buildings were dressi 
ed in Union colors and hrilliuntly illumina- 
ted, which, with the fireworks tended to pro- 
duco a very lively sensation. Altogether 
the affair was a splendid tribute to America.

Japan. 

At Jeddo, on tho 27th June, was held a 
convention, in which America, Japau,\Eng- 
land, Franco and Holland participated. The 
revised import and export tariff was adopted. 
The articles adopted by the convention are ol 
^reat importance to tho commercial commu- 
nity. 

China. 

The conduct of the British authorities in 
connection with the recent expedition against 
the pirate-? of the north west coast, is severely 
commented upon by the Hongkong press. 

A vessel with -13G Chinese emigrants re- 
cently sailed for Java. This is an important 
event, as the Dutch Government has hith- 
erto resisted the introduction of Chinese 
coolies to that Island. 

An accident involving great loss ol life o'c 
curred at Ning Po, in connection with relig- 
ious ceremonies, by which G3 fanatical Chi- 
nese miserably perished. 

The Futai in Shantung has been reduced 
to third official rank on account of his failure 
to exterminate the rebels as rapidly as the 
Emporor desired. 

Ireland 

Dublin, Juno 8 — Ono of tho most dis- 
astrous fires that bus taken placo in 
Dublin for a long timo broke out last 
evening in tho houso of Mr James Del- 
any, l'J and 20, Westmoreland-street. 
The houso being a largo ono, tho 
ground floor was divided into two hIio|is 
No 19 being occupied by Mr Williams, 
hatter, and No. 20, which joined tho 
Ballast-offloo, boing used as the tailor- 
ing establishment of Mr Delany. The 
remainder of the houso was occupied 
by Mr Dolany aud his, family as a resi- 
dence His shop, was closed as usual at 7 
o'clock last evening and Mr Williams's 
at 8. There was nobody in tho house 
when tho firo was doecovcred but 
Mrs Delany, Miss Delany and her two 
young sisters, Mr A. Straban, who hap- 
pened to bo paying a visit lotho family, 
and a sorvant girl- Quito suddenly, at 
about 10 minutes to 9 o'clock, the 
street passengers observed the fire. 
Tho shutters woro incautiously opened 
which gavo now stimulus from the full 
supply of air thus afforded ; fearful 
Ihunes hurst out into tho street, and 
raged laterally and upwards with 
i^roat f'-ry. The woodwork of the 
entiro houso so^mod like tinder. With 
a most extraordinary rapidity tho 
flames seized on and consumed every, 
thing that was consumable in the shop 
and on tho lira wing-room floor, and 
were rapidly extending higher still, 
Sevoral human forms, half obscured by 
ihe smoke, appeared at the middle 
window of the attic lloor, shrieking 
loudly for assistance, when two fire- 
escapes wore brought up, ono from 
Nelson's Pillar, tho othor from Foster 
place. One of these was reared 
against tho front of the house, and 
efforts were made to get it into pos- 
ition to bo availed of by tho poor 
creatures who woro in such peril ; but 
from somo causo or other, most finely 
from tho great pressure and swaying 
crowds difficulty was experienced 
in endeavouring to manage it. 
At this timo ono of tho party who 
woro in attic of tbo burning house, a 
man, appeared imploring assistance for 
his female companions. Mr Charles 
Taylor, a gentleman who was passing 
when tho lire attracted hie attontipn, 
rushed up tho fire-escape ladder lo ren- 
der assistance, a portion of tho ma- 
chinery gave way, and ho was obliged 
to retire. Do was iollowcd by ono of 
tho men of tho Fire Brigado, a brave 
follow named Gilligan, who also made 
great efforrts to roach tho houso but 
tho firo escape was found usloss, and 
and, after undergoing considerable risk 
of falling on account of tho condition 
it had got intoUio came to tho groand 
again. The othor firo-esoape was also 
found useless and tlio poor creatures 
DO rished.

Tlie Country Lands and Agricul- 
tural Interests. 

A large and influuntial mooting of Agri- 
culturalists and others interested in coun- 
try lands, was held yesterday at the rooms ol 
the Mechanic's Institute. Among those prei 
Bent we no iced the following : Messrs E 3 
Alston, K Mclvenzie, Dr Davie, Ilev. A 
Garrett, Mr Cochrane, M. L. A., Mr Pidwell, 
M. L. A., Dr Ash, M. L. A., Mr (J A Bay- 
ley, Mr Geo. Deans, Mr Anderson, Mr 
ThompsoD, Air King, Mr Stephens, Mr J D 
Pemberton, Mr IVias, Mr John Tod, Mr 
Bates, Mr Weir, senr., Mr Selleck, Mr Man- 
Bell, Mr Tuite, Mr Schmidt, Mr D M Lang, 
Mr J. Nicholson, 

K. McKcnzie, of Swan Lake, was called 
to the chair and E. G. Alston rose and ad- 
dressed the meeting. lie said he had been 
struck with a statement in the Colonist Sc 
Croniclf. that $686,000 was sent last year out 
of the Colony lor artiolos we could raise our- 
selves; already this year, lor the first six 
mouths, had been sent out for simi- 

lar articles, and if we went on at this rale for 
the balance ol the year, 8605,060 would have 
been sent away. The meeting had assembled 
for a little wholesome discussion, The Colo- 
Dy had been surfeited with politics (hear), 
but the uuriculiural interests had been allow 
ed to suffer. If we had kept the money in 
tbo country we should have been much 
bolter off to-day. It was wrong to attribute 
the present depression to the Government or 
the House of Assembly — we should rather 
abuse ourselves lor having remained so long 
inactive. Whether we have Union or 
whether we tiave not, it remained to bo seen 
if <ve could not do some good for ourselves. 
(Applause). 

•Dr Davie rose to move the first resolution. 
lie was greatly encouraged by the number 
present, and said it was impossible to look 
around without seeing the necessity that 
some vigorous; action must be taken. Every 
cent thai had come to us had been paid out. 
Capital Irom abroad had been spent in dig- 
ging gold, and the gold had been paid to 
people who lived in another land. Theie 
was gnod land everywhere on this island, bat 
it was lucked up, and iu order to open it to 
agricultural purposes, it must be) in the 
bands of practical men — men who would cul- 
tivate it. A great deal of the best land wus 
reserved for Indian and Government purpo- 
ses. What do the Indiana at Cowichan do 
with the 3500 acres of land ? They don't 
culiivato 30 acres. A great deal of the laud 
near Victoria was in the bands ol speculator- 
who had never produced n grain of corn, and 
who would only sell at an enormous ad- 
vance. A tax should be imposed on these 
wild lands, to make tiie holders bring them 
into market or cultivate them. At ilio next 
election not a member alio u I d be returned 
who would not pledge himself to a law to 
take these lands out of the hands of specu- 
lators. (Applause.) The doctor read the 
resolution, which was as follows : 

That in view of the fact that many thou- 
sand dollars aro every year sent out of the 
Colony lor the purchase of articles of con- 
sumption which might bo produced at home, 
it is incumbent upon us to make every exer- 
tion to retain this money in the Colony. 

J. I). Pemberton seconded the resolution. 
American produce deluged the market and a 
system should be introduced that would shut 
out produce grown on American soil and en- 
courage American farmers lo eome here and 
t-i:t i In ; he did not think that taxation of wild 
lands would result m good, and a tax on ab- 
sentees would bo most prejudicial ; tho Real 
Estate Tax Act was at the button) of tho 
troublo ; it should bo aboPsbed and a land 
act taxing all laud about Victoria bo much 
per acre would have the efject of throwing 
the land into the market; this would not apply 
to laud at a distance Irom tho town, but u 
oncing law should bo introduced, whereby 
holders would ho compelled to join iu the 
expense of building fences. Wo should not 
give out that wo did not wish speculators here 
— ho wished they would come in shiploads 
[Laughter]. Mr Pemberton alluded to the 
advantages that American farmers possessed 
over Vancouver farmers by having watet 
communication with Victoria. He favored 
an extension of the landing permit system to 
every article we could produce hero — lumber 
included, lie blamed the Legislative Coun- 
cil lor the present stule of things. ''rt 

Mr Oojhrane, M. L. A , said that (lib at- 
tention or the country should bo turned suri 
ously to agricultural matters Gold had its 
work to perlorm, but tho want of encourage- 
ment to tho farmer prevouted this isluud 
from being in u position lo supply itself with 
or export produce. Roads wore wanted 
badly (hear) and until the farmer had tin 
means ol bringing his produoo into markotwitb 
facility, ho could not compete with produoo 
from tho other side. There must be protects 
jvo duties on ovury urticlo that wo can ruiuo 



[Applnu«ej. On European goods he bsliev 
there should bo no duly, but on agricultur 
products he would levy a heuvy one ; a tax 
on speculators would be unwise. He would 
be glad to see plenty of them coining, and so 
long us we could uuiko use of them we should 
nut look upon thorn or absentees us enumies. 
Land should, be taxed per acui'ago, not as to 
value. [Hear]! By the present system, the man 
who improved his land was taxed five times 
as much as the man who did not improve 
(applause). He deprecated the real estule 
tax as unjust and sal down amid much ap- 
plause. 

Tho resolution as read was carried unani- 
mously. 

W.'J. Macdonald proposed tho second 
resolution, which rend us follows: 

That In order to promote a more extensive 
occupation of land, all tho lands of tho Col- 
ony, whether mineral or agricultural and 
also a large portion ol tho Indian Reserves, 
should he thrown open for occupation and 
settlement, on conditions of improving the 
some. • 
MrMacdonald said there, would be no troublo 
in throwing open thuCrownnnd mineral lunds, 
but there wonld bo difficulty experienced in 
dealing with tho Indians lor their reserves, 
as they had very exalted idea9 of the value 
of thoirrcal estuto. |Ilear] It would be 
unjust to pluce a special tax on land held by 
speculators. It would be quite enough if they 
paid a tax equal to that paid by the man who 
improved hia land. [Hear] This would 
throw the hnda into the market and would 
be dealing justly with all. 

Mr George Deans seconded the resolu- 
tion. 

Dr Ash, M L A, thought n .vr;uld bo an 
act of injustice to take the lands away from 
tho Indians without compensation; out they 
should bo put up at auction, and the money 
accruing Irom the sale be paid the Indians oi 
lunded for their benefit. [Applause] He 
would suggest this plau to the Government 
Rev. A C. Garrett 6aid that only about 50 
acres ol the 3500 uctes belonging to tho In- 
dians were under cultivation, and that 500 
acres was all that the Indians required for u 
Reserve. Tho Indians were promised by tho 
Crown protection in iho possession ol their 
village-sites and cultivated lands, 'lo take 
their lands away from them now, would lead 
to bloodshed. But while the lunds belonged 
to the Indiaus they had never beun conceded 
Iho right to sell the laud, or dispose of them 
iu any way. Ho therefore thought that the 
lauds should he placed in such a condition as 
lo produce a revenue which could be devoted 
to the amelioration ol tho natives. The 
Governor was no doubt anxious to ussist 
aud to throw open tho lands, but could not 
feul justified in taking any step while the 
Crown Lands question was in its preseut 
state. He'( Mr Garrett) believed that were o 
petition or plau eubinittod to II ia Excellency 
by such a respectable meeting as this, that it 
would receive immediate attention. 

Mr Pidwell, M. L. A., thought the Cow- 
ichan Indian Reserve was a piece of land 
that would bo wauted some day to support 
the Island. There wcto thousands of other 
acres in Cowichan Valley that might be 
made bright aud smiling farms, it the set- 
tlets would only go to work with half the 
energy their lathers had shown in the other 
Provinces. When ho and othe r land-holders 
bought at Cowiehuu, they understood that the 
money they paid would bo devoted towards 
quieting tho Indian titles, which hud not 
been done. The land was worth somo 
■540,000 and ho had no idea ol seeing it 
handed over in feu simple to the Indiaus. 

Mr iS'ias made a few sensible remurks in 
favor of pulling u special tax on speculators. 

Tho second resolution was carried unani- 
mously. 

Mr Stuart proposed the 3J resolution, 
which was seconded by Mr Pidwell, uud 
read us follows : 

That His Excellency tho Governor bo re- 
speclfully requested to ntlorii tho lollowing 
information, viz : 1. The number of acres 
in tho Colony sold as well us pre-empted. 2 
The number ol acres under cultivation. 3 
The quantity of available farming land, coal 
fields, &c, unsold or unoccupied. 4. The 
quantity ol land in the possession ol Indians, 
together with the corresponding pupulaliun 
of each reserve. 

Mr Nfas proposed the 4th resolution, as 
follows: 

That a committee be appointed to wait 
upon His Excellency the Governor in order 
to press th:se matters and the views of this 
meeting on his favorable consideration. 

Mr Heistermann seconded, and the reso- 
lution was carried. 

Rev Mr Garrett moved the fifth resolution, 
which was seconded by Mr Pidwell in a 
short speech in favor ol proteclion for the 
lariner. There was a largo tract of land 
here ucculiivaled, which was taxed at iho 
same rate as cultivated land at Craigflower. 
Agricultural countries were tho richest in the 
world, and it wai a libel to say that there was 
no laud here worth cultivating, He fuvored 
the imposition of a tariff on manufactured 
goods. 

The resolution was curried, and read as 
follows : 

That a enpy of these resolutions be for- 
warded to Nanaimo and the outlying districts 
of tho Colony, and the co-operation of the 
inhabitants invited thereto. 

Mr Pembericn moved the following: 

That this Colony having through their 
representatives in the House r>f Assembly, 
recommended an extension ol tho permit 
system, Willi a view to protect home iedustries 
and so encourage settlement, His Excellency 
be respectfully requested lo consider whether 
it would not be pi si bio to obtain a reconsid 
ution of tho subject by the Legislature during 
ihe present session. 

Mr Pidwell said tho Legislative Council 
had as great a constitutional right to express 
its opinion as the 1 1 o u - o of Assembly had, 
and he deprecated any such rellcction upon 
tho members, 

Mr N'ias said the Legislative Council had 
been a curse to the country. (Laughter.) 

Mr Pidwell rose to u poiut ot order. 

Mr Nias — There is no order about it. 
(Laughter.) The Council bus been a curse 
iu the city. (Laughter.) Gentlemen hold- 
ing official positions may laugh, but it is a 
soriuus matter lor men who have invested 
their lunds and brought their families hero. 

Mr Fell said that il tho object of the meet- 
ing was to pet a Tariff— (Voices— No, no. 
Then why pass such a resolution as that ol- 
fered ? Tnis was a meeting to throw open 
the lands to settlement, and why introduce 
politics ? The oxpensea ol Government should 
bo reduced insL. id ol taxes being increased. 
Farmers would not bo benefitted by Protec- 
tion. They say thai the farmers of Washing- 
ton Territory enn compete a illi thorn. More 
shame to them. Tho Americans have 
hoavier taxes to pay than wo and yet we 
cannot compete with (hum ! Open your coal 
and mineral resources, get markets like Na- 
naimo and Victoria, and you will be pros- 
perous. 

Mr Garrett— Where are tho towns to uomo 
from 1 

Mr Fell explained that wherever mineral 
resources were opened piospetous Communi- 
ties invariably sprung up. 

The resolution was subsequently amended 
to omit relerenoe to Ihe Legislative Council, 
and wan parsed. 

Tho chuir appointed Messrs Pemberton, 
Davie, .Macdonald, Thompson, and Garrett,, 
as u Committee lo present an address to His 
Excellency. Tho chairmau was added to 
tho Committee. 

A vote of lliunks having be ju extended tho 
chuirm in, Mr MqKeuzie rose and said that 
the time bad at hist arrived when steps must 
bo taken to ameliorate the ooodilion ol the 
agriculturalist. Free Purl had been given a 
lair trial and it had done nothing lor the 
farmer. Now if they organized they could 
curry measure.) that would protect thorn from
